Will Inoculate 370,000 
With Test Polio Vaccine 
Field Experiments Will 
Begin About April 12 


NEW YORK Iff)—Enough commercial manufactured trial vaccine to 


inoculate more than 370,000 children will be available for the polio field 
tests about April 12, it was announced today. 


Dr. Hart JE. Van Riper, medical 


director of the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis, made 
the statement in a "status report" 
to all state health officers. 


After April 12, he added, "vac- 


cine will be coming forth at a 
continuous rate to enable us to 
move rapidly toward the comple- 
tion of the field trials which will 
include between 500,000 and a mil- 
lion school children in the first 
three elementary grades. 


The vaccine to be used will be 


that developed by Dr. Jonas E. 
Salk, of the University of Pitts- 
burgh under a grant from the 
foundation. 


Van Riper said Salk would be- 


gin today inoculating 2,500 chil- 
dren in the Pittsburgh area with 
vaccine produced commercially in 
accordance with Salk's specifica- 
tions. Salk already has used vac- 
cine produced in his own labora- 
tory on about 5,000 children. 


Van Riper said the response of 


states to the foundation's invita- 
tion to participate in the trials has 
been "overwhelmingly favorable." 
He said 44 states already have in- 
dicated their desire to be included.

Estimate 100 Are 
Retained; 32 in 
Communist Prison 
WASHINGTON WP)—The 


United States may press Red 
China directly, for the first 
time, at the Geneva confer- 
ence for the release of 32 
Americans believed jailed be- 
hind the Bamboo Curtain. 


State department officials said 


this possibility is being studied in 
connection with preparations for 
the Far East peace conference 
scheduled April 26 at Geneva, 
Switzerland. 


The United Stales does not rec- 


ognize the Communist regime in 
China. Its previous attempts to se- 
cure freedom for Americans im- 
prisoned in China have been made 
in the United Nations or through 
Britain, Russia or some other third 
party. 


The Geneva conference, with Red 


Chinese representatives present 
will provide an opportunity for a 
direct demand from the United 
States. 


American officials estimate about 


100 U.S. citizens, primarily mis- 
sionaries and businessmen, are be- 
ing held in Red China against their 
will. Exact figures are difficult to 
come by, since many who claim 
American citizenship actually are 
not Americans. 


Of the 100 inside China, 32 are 


reported to be in prison.

I plan to recommend 
to the ... subcommittee . . . that 
it ask all witnesses who may have 
knowledge of this case, including 
myself, whether they would be 
willing to submit to a scientific lie 
detector test . . .

Sen. Knowland of California, the 


GOP floor leader, said in an inter- 
view he doesn't want to interfere 
in the committee's functions, but 
he thinks McCarthy should volun- 
teer not to question witnesses nor 
to vote on issues before the group.

Ike's 'Little Prayer' 
Becomes Big Symbol 


By KENNETH O. GILMORE 


WASHINGTON (NEA) — 


Ten thousand beautifully en- 
graved copies of President 
Euenhower'g inaugural "lit- 
tle prayer of my own" are 
now being presented to Amer- 
icans who have given distin- 
guished service to the United 
States Savings Bonds pro- 
gram. 


These distinctive awards, framed 


in wood from the platform on 
which he took the oath of office, 
haven't cost the Treasury one 
cent. It is a cooperative, effort of 
individuals; associations and com- 
mercial concerns across the land. 


The story of how those few and 


simple words, composed by the 
President the very morning of the 
Inauguration, snowballed into a 
huge project for the betterment of 
the nation, is a' story of generosity. 


At first the Treasury department 


simply arranged to keep a few 
planks from the inaugural stand. 
The Hechinger Co., of Washington, 
handling the salvaging, g l a d l y 
gave this wood.* • * 


But » visitor from Vermont, 


looking for a souvenir himself, 
spotted the boards marked for use 
by the Treasury. Immediately the 
Vermont State Development Com- 
mission offered 
to process the 


lumber for some worthwhile cause. 


Then Francis V. Keesling jr., of 


San Francisco dug deep and in- 
sisted on buying the remaining 6,- 
*00 feet of lumber. The Treasury 
accepted his gift. 


Then, top men in the greeting 


card industry offered to make 
thousands of fine engravings of the 
prayer. Strangely their unprompt- 
ed decision to do this was reached 
In the same hotel suite where 
Eisenhower 
had 
composed 
his 


prayer. 


Other volunteers pitched in. Look- 


Ing back, officials at the Treasury 
are still amazed at the sequence 
of events that followed. As need* 
arose they were almost mystically 
fulfilled. 
* * * 


An outstanding Washington arch- 


itect, Thomas Hall Locraft, and a 
curator from the National Gallery 
of Art designed the simple frame. 
Glass arrived from the Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass Co. The navy's model 
basin kiln-dried the unseasoned 
wood. 


Local craftsmen throughout Ver- 


mont undertook to cut and shape 
all the boards. It wasn't easy. The 
Southern pine planks were of low 
quality with nail holes—and some- 
times nails—every three inches. 


The lumber wa* hauled north by 


the District of Columbia Trucking 
Association and New England af- 
filiates. Boxes and cartons for 
packaging the awards were do- 
nated by Massachusetts industries. 


Vermont youth tackled one of 


the most difficult parts of the 
whole project, that of final assem- 
bly. The Burlington Boys club de- 
voted untold hours to this task. 
Ten thousand awards had to be 
put together. They c o m p l e t e d 
roughly 6,000, and now the junior 
high

Jobless Man Has Stake 
In U.S. Economic Trend 


Some New England Areas 
Feeling Pinch of Downturn 


By SAM DAWSON 


BOSTON W—The pian out of a 
ob—and there are a lot more of 
them in the nation now than a 
year ago—has the biggest person- 
al stake today in the \direction the 
nation's economy is taking. 


To the statistician the total of 


he unemployed tells a lot about 
he business story. But to the man 
limself it's a lot more than just 
being a figure in a table. 


In New England thousands are 


out of work—some because, per- 
haps like you or your neighbor, 
their factory is going slow until 
some 
topheavy 
inventories 
are 


whittled—but many more because 
heir textile mill has gone out of 
business. 


Trade Is Down 


Merchants will tell you that In 


mill towns' where this has hap- 
aened retail trade is down—though 
it may be as good as ever else- 
where. 


Service stations are seeing a re- 


:urn of the customer who asks for 
just 50 cents worth of gasoline. 


This isn't the picture of New 


England as a whole, but only of 
its few distressed areas. And they 
are offset by generally healthy in- 
dustrial conditions. 


They'll Fill in 
For Honeymooner 


MOLINE, 111.—W—Seven police 


officers have agreed to fill in on 
their days off this week for Wayne 
Carey, a fellow officer. It's their 
wedding- gift to Carey, who was 
married Saturday. 


Sgt. 
Harold Ford, the group's 


spokesman, said, "We thought he'd 
appreciate this kind of a gift more 
than something we'd buy for him."

The jobless textile worker is a 


special problem here. 


Some who lost their jobs when 


mills closed down have found work 
in other kinds of factories, or in 
the service or retail trades. These 
are mostly persons under 40. 


Many elderly workers and many 


young wives have just stepped out 
of the labor force. 


Draw Compensation 


Most of the jobless are drawing 


unemployment compensation. But 
around 1,300 of these drop off the 
rolls each week, having exhausted 
the benefits allowed. 


New England officials have been 


working hard for solutions to the 
problem. The six states have pro- 
grams Under way to attract new 
industries, help them get zoning 
changed, help them finance con- 
struction. 


The regional office of the Fed- 


eral Bureau of Labor Statistics 
stresses that "apart from textiles, 
New England manufacturing in- 
dustries fared ' about as well as 
their counterparts in other sections 
of the country." 


But total non-farm employment 


in New England in January waa 
running 72,000 below that of the 
previous year. The drop in textile 
obs in the 12-month period wu 
50,000.

Realistic Appraisal of Need Must 


Keynote ANY Tax Relief 


In their rebuttal to President Eisenhower's tax speech, 


leading Democrats said they propose tax relief "for the 
many" while the president offers it "for the few.' 
The issue 


is really not half so simple as that. 


What the Democrats propose, in Senator George s plan, 


is to increase personal income tax exemptions from the pres- 
ent S600 per person to $800, and ultimately to $1000. 


There is no question that this is real tax relief for the 


many. It would excuse an estimated 15 million citizens from 
paying any tax at all. The saving to them would range from 
more than $4 billion to a final $8 billion'according to expert 
guesses. 
The Democrats present this plan with the argument that 


it is necessary as a means of stimulating business and lifting 
the country out of its current economic recession. 
j 


Economists may disagree on the question whether this 


much stimulation is needed now. Yet one cannot fairly ques- 
tion the sincerity of some who support the proposal. 


Nevertheless, it has serious shortcomings. The George 


plan has been offered entirely out of context, ^f-^ — ' -•-"• 
reference to the government's overall financial problem— 
particularly to the size of the deficit it would create, in U.*.. 
sense, it is highly irresponsible.

A tax relief program is the easiest thing in the world to 


devise, and it has automatic political salability. But one may 
rightly ask: "Is it necessarily good for the country?" 


Borrowing to pay the government's bills has its own set 


of evils. Inflation is one, but the others are unhappily a lit- 
tle less immediate. 


The record indicates that past Democratic regimes have 


found it rather easy to forget these future burdens. 


Mr. Eisenhower inherited a colossal public debt and a 


proposed 1953-54 budget that would have added many bil- 
lions to it. Since then he has been earnestly engaged in what 
amounts to a bold experiment—to learn whether it is possible 
for America to live safely and well in a time of trouble with- 
out going far into the red.* 
* 
* 


To that end, his administration sharply cut expenses for 


the 1953-54 year. ($12 billion), and planned further reduc- 
tions in following years. A modest amount of tax relief was 
allowed Jan. 1,1954, but the president held that further relief 
must await further cuts in spending, so the budget could be 
brought in balance. 


That is still his plan. The comprehensive tax revision 


bill Republicans are sponsoring is not a tax relief bill in es- 
sence, but a thorough, badly needed revamping of the whole 
tax structure to eliminate inequities, confusion and overlap- 
ping. 


It does offer more relief for business than for individ- 


uals as Democrats say. But these measures are designed to 
stimulate business and encourage investment—not for a 
short-run recession or even a depression, but for the long 
pull. 


Unjustly, the Democrats have sought to picture this 


long-range revision as the administration's "answer to the 
recession." 


It is nothing of the sort. And any new tax relief bill 


which does emerge from congress ought to be more scien- 
tifically designed than the George plan, which bears no rela- 
tion to the burdens the government faces and would relieve 
many millions from any share at all in the cost of supporting 
their government.

The fact is, you and I are send- 


ing our children into a pretty tough 
sexual society.

Every day they are bombarded

Just think of the 
decisions they have ^o sweat out 
without help from traditional and 
trusted codes. 


Should Mary pet—or not? Should 


she listen to Mother—or Dr. Kin- 
sey? Should she give boys movie 
siren allure—or behave like Jo in 
"Little Women?" Should she try 
to "manage" boys—or tell them to 
manage themselves? Should she 
show one she likes him—or make 
him chase? Did he kiss her last 
night because he likes her—or was 
he just "testing" her for cheap- 
ness? 


No universally accepted 
code 


provides the answer to these tor- 
menting questions. Why wouldn't 
we be sex-obsessed? If each of us 
has to make his individual sex 
code, we'll have sex on our minds 
until we've done it.

The Doctor Says: 


Parkinson's Disease Slow to 
Develop, Is Long-Lasting

A reader says she has a dear j 


friend who has been told by one | 
physician that she has Parkinson's 
disease and by two others that she 
has a nervous condition with mal- 
nutrition. The friend has had a 
tremor of the hands, and walks-- 
according to the 
description—as 


though her feet were glued to the 
floor. 
: 


Obviously. 1 cannot make any 


comment about the illness of a 
person I have not seen, but I can 
discuss 
Parkinson's 
disease 
in; 


general. 


Parkinson's disease is a curi- 


ous condition, sometimes knt>wn 
as paralysis agitans, or shaking 
palsy. Generally, it begins slow- 
ly, usually in one hand, and the 
shaking, which may not be pres- 
ent all of the time, is present 
when at rest. Some loss of mus- 
cular strength and stiffness • may 
be noticed at the same time. 


Muscular movements take place 


more slowly and with greater dif- 
ficulty. The walk is "shuffling" 
and quite characteristic. Some oth- 
er symptoms, especially a tenden- 
cy to lack of expressiveness in the 
face, may be present.

Sometimes severe 
anxiety or 


mental or physical shock seems 
to bring on the symptoms. The 
same symptoms may come from 
called epidemic encephalitis, which 
is a virus infection of the brain 
sometimes spoken of as American 
sleeping sickness. 


It is a nervous condition be- 


cause it comes from damage to 
a certain portion of the brain not 
connected with the thinking pro- 
cesses. Probably the most common 
form is that which develops in old- 
er people-ymen more often than 
women—as a result of some ob- 
scure process which may be con- 
nected with hardening of the ar- 
teries or some unknown cause. 


The shaking may improve from 


time to time. Parkinson's disease 
develops slowly and tends to last 
for a great many years. There Is 
no pain and the mental condition 
is usually normal except perhaps 
after the disease has existed for 
many years when thinking may be 
somewhat slowed. 
SOME DRUGS HELP 


Strenuous activity or entertain- 


ment should be avoided, but a 
fairly active life with some work 
is generally desirable. There are 
several drugs which are 
often 


helpful in controlling the tremors, 
though complete cure cannot be 
expected. Cold water treatments, 
special exercises, sun baths, mas- 
sage and vitamin 
preparations 


have all been tried without much 
success. Surgery has been attemp- 
ted in some cases with results on 
which medical men are not yet 
thoroughly agreed. There is need 
for improved methods of treatment 
and prevention, and research may 
bring this about.

WASHINGTON—Temporarily at least the anti-McCarthy forces havt 


stopped Joe McCarthy and subdued his gallant young associate, Roy 
Cohn. Strangely, Senator Charles Potter, of Michigan, a Republican, 
but a Greenhorn of frail political fortitude, Has done the most decisive 
dirty work. 


Cohn is an amazingly bright and diligent youn«r man. He has had 


to fight against well-meaning but misled individuals 
in his own native personal social circle in New ., 
In much of the press, McCarthy, Cohn and G. David 
Schine, a volunteer warrior against the treason, have 
been abused with hideous accusations and insinua- 
tions. 


Cohn is 27 years old, a prodigy who completed 


his college and law courses in 3 years, the son of 
religious parents who also have suffered much for 
their boy's devotion to the campaign against treach- 
ery and the corruption of patriotism. His father is a 
judge of the Appellate division, first department, 
Supreme Court of the state of New York. Roy had achieved an excel- 
lent record as a prosecutor of Communists before he caught the atten- 
tion of Senator McCarthy and was engaged as counsel to the committee. 
In that role, because of his knowledge of Communists and their methods 
and ramifications, he was worth a dozen or a hundred other lawyers of 
high' professional quality but without a special knowledge of a subject 
which is almost- esoteric. He had 
sent Frederick Vanderbilt Field to 
jail for contempt, an important 
coup considering that Field was a 
rich man and the old roommate of 
Joe Barnes, the actual editor for 
some years of The New York Her- 
ald Tribune, although his official 
title \vas "foreign editor." He had 
compelled the State department to 
get rid of 39 persons at the United 
Nations. He had taken a leading 
part in the prosecution 6f the trai- 
tor Rosenbergs who went to the 
electric chair in Sing Sing. He ran 
the grand jury inquiries of the 
batch of so-called second string 
Communists. They were convicted 
after the Usual insults and painful 
difficulties. He had worked on the 
William Remington case from in- 
ception to the prison gates. 


There has been a continuing 


campaign of lies, harassment, con- 
spiracy 
and 
personal 
alp use, 


amounting to extreme persecution, 
against all public men and most 
journalists who have fought this 
treachery. Drew Pearson was a 
leading propagandist in this pat- 
tern. The employer of at least two 
Reds, himself, proven to have been 
a liar without conscience, Pearson 
had crippled the old Dies commit- 
tee by hammering away at Robert 
Stripling's draft board until the 
board finally called him up. 


Stripling spent a whole year as 


"yard bird" in the army vviihout 
even a squad to call his own and. 
when he finally was on the point of 
being released after V-J day mys- 
terious forces tried to send him to 
Japan for an unlimited time on the 
ground that he would be an invalu- 
able asset to General MacArthur 
in his dealings with the Reds. 
Stripling knew no Japanese Reds 
but he knew almost all there was 
to know about Reds in Washington 
including Pearson's Red employes 
and proteges of Felix Frankfurter, 
who was the crony of Gene Meyer 
of The Washington Post. 


One colonel wrote an indiscreet 


letter expressing fear of abuse by 
Pearson in print and on the air if 
Stripling 
should 
be discharged. 


However, Stripling managed to get 
the ear of old John Rankin, the 
Mississippi Democrat and a few 
other inveterate Red-baiters and to 
put to some pro-American press 
the proposition that it was mighty 
funny that a man of such great 
potential value to MacArthur had 
not been able to make even PFC 
in a whole year. 


Stripling was returned to the 


house committee on un-American 
activities and presently bowed out 
with a nice nest-egg, the proceeds 
of a book relating his knowledge of 
the treason. He deserved it. He and 
his family could never be compen- 
sated for the cruelty inflicted on 
them by the Roosevelt regime and 
their covert Red agents and dupes 
in American journalism. 


For G. David Schine I caji offer 


just one coup which would justify 
an award of gratitude from the 
country. Here is an oversized earn- 
est pro-American kid of 27, a Har- 
vard alumnus with a year's active 
seryice aboard transport ships of 
the American army, who sudden- 
ly realized that Americans really 
had a fight on their hands against 
not only the enemy himself but 


against the stupidity and often 
abusive ignorance of many other 
Americans of unquestionable loyal- 
ty. Schine's parents operate hotels 
in New York and Florida. Being 
wealthy, he could serve McCar- 
thy's committee without pay and 
even carry his own expenses. He 
did. 


The one feat of which I spoke 


was Schine's discovery of the fact 
that we were about to spend $10,- 
000,000 on a radio station to fight 
the enemy with propaganda which 
was to be planted in a spot where 
it couldn't even peep because of 
metals in ground. The kid's alarm 
was confirmed and the station was 
not built there. Schine's reward 
was a call from his draft board 
and a campaign of espionage and 
slander. Pearson hounded him and 
this time his abuse has included 
filthy smears at Schine's personal 
morals. Eugene Meyer published 
this disgraceful stuff prominently, 
followed by an exhortation to the 
public to "read him every day in 
The Washington Post" and "hear 
him Sundays." 


A few years ago, Schine wrote a 


pamphlet 
called 
"Definition 
of 


Communism" and spread many 
thousands of copies in hotels about 
the country. The army and navy 
and 
other government agencies 


also distributed many copies. But, 
because, being 6 feet 4 inches tall, 
he requires a shoe bigger than the 
quartermaster 
could 
f u r n i s h , 


Schine had to wear non-regulation 
shoes during his basic army train- 
ing. That was scandalously exploit- 
ed as special privilege. None of the 
same papers and column propa- 
gandists ever wrote a word about 
the special privileges given Elea- 
nor 
Roosevelt's house-pet, 
Joe 


Lash or about John McCloy's testi- 
mony admitting official efforts in 
the highest quarters of the army 
to get him soft, safe jobs which 
incidentally, succeeded. Lash is 
now employed on the very paper 
which has been persecuting Schine 
as a man who got "specia' treat- 
ment" in that he was not compell- 
ed to go barefoot in winter. 


All this is a foul, flirty deal to 


the McCarthy inquiry. 


Observe the history of these 


maneuvers. J. B. Matthews waa 
run out of the important job of 
chief investigator because he had 
truthfully remarked in a magazine 
article that protestont ministers 
were playing a dangerous part in 
the Red conspiracy. Eisenhower 
fell for this plant and Matthews 
was removed. But a few days.'ago, 
The New York Times, in a Rome 
cable from C. L. Sulzberger, a 
member of The Times' own royal 
family, reported that Communist 
penetration had extended even into 
"administrative 
circles" of the 


Vatican. 


There was no furore over that. 
The McCarthy inquiry is stopped 


now until McCarthy's own »ctivi- 
ties and Cohn's and Schine'S'hava 
been "investigated" by other sena- 
tors. Cohn is despondent. Schine it 
a hostage in the army of hostile 
politicians in White House and 
Pentagon, 


As in every other single instance, 


Potter, of Michigan, a nominal Re*- 
publican, voted with the Demo- 
crats to hamper the pursuit.

Italian police at Vipteno, here 


in the Tyrol, identified the "ser- 
geant" as a Polish refugee, Wa^ly 
Kowalenko, 32. He told them he 
fled his homeland and donned an 
American uniform to make his 
crossing into Italy easier. 


He did not explain how he ob- 


tained the uniform or why he 
dreamed up the story of the 
wrecked plane. 


Identifying himself as Sgt. Jim 


Smithly of Chicago, he walked into 
the village of Campo di Trens, at 
the southern end of the Brenner 
Pass, Saturday. He said he had 
parachuted from a U.' S. plane 
and had seen it falling with the 
pilot, "Lt. Jim Knolt," still aboard. 


He said he was a radio opera- 


tor assigned to the 36th Attachment 
Air Base in Germany. 


While Italian Alpine troops fol-

The mice constantly twirl or 


"pirouette" in contrast to the nor- 
mal motion of a mouse, which is 
back and forth.

one, as in cancer. 


Scientists of the Jackson labora- 


tory told reporters that a million 
mice are bred there each year for 
various purposes, and that these 
constitute about three fourths of 
all the mire used in cancer re- 
seal ch throughout the nation.
